Photography Exhibit Very Interesting 


The Addison gallery, which is devoted 
mainly to painting, is now staging a very 
large selection of photographs, explana- 
tory models, even cameras, to illustrate 
the history of Photography from the year 
1839 when it first became practical, down 
to the present day. It is difficult in the 
face of so many beautiful pictures, par- 
ticularly in the modern section not to 
wonder if photography is so far ahead of 
painting and drawing as a means of visual 
expression that the day of the latter is 
over. An artist who for a whole year had 
been painting and drawing the romantic 
scenery of a certain Italian district, was 
shown some photographs of the subjects, 
which not only recorded the beautiful 
effects of sunlight and shadow on the 
rocks, trees and hills he had been trying 
to paint, but even seemed to express the 
poetic atmosphere which suffused them. 
He exclaimed that he might as well give 


up painting since what he saw and wanted 
to express, could be done so much better 
by a machine. Certain pictures in this 
show, the pure and clear cut sand dunes 
by Weston, the clouds and snow by 
Boucher and the vivid portrait studies by 
Erfurth seem to encompass almost all 
that has been attempted by the conven- 
tional draughtsman, while other modern- 
istic photographs are as striking and 
bizarre as pictures done by artists more 
interested in abstractions than in repro- 
ductions of nature. Only in the control 
and range of color does painting appear to 
have greater resources than photography 
at the present time. 

It is interesting, when one sees this not 
yet centenary art outstrip the ancient art 
of making pictures with the eyes and the 
hands, to read that photography was first 
sought for and ultimately invented by

Certain pictures in this 
show, the pure and clear cut sand dunes
